apple, are not entirely out of danger 
from frost, is shown by a report from 
the upper end of the county, where 
pruning is now in progress. It is said 
that tho apple buds are much further 
advanced than was expected and also 
consideraly swollen for this early in 
the season. Although there has been 
considerable snow on the ground the 
earth has not been frozen to any ex­ 
tent and it is thought that this is the 
explanation for the advancement of 
the buds. On Thursday an examina­ 
tion of the earth revealed that the 
frost extended but two inches Ixdow 
the surface, which is not sufficient to 
retard the swelling of the fruit buds. 
The buds are now snowing a slight 
bit of redness, but not near the. stage 
of bloom. Growers were therefore 
delighted by the reappearance of cool­ 
er weather which retards further de­ 
velopment in the buds. Should aaron -
